535 42, The ratio of expenses to earnings in 1875 
was 72,25 against 76.20 in 1876, ‘The President 
in bis report says: 


The gross earnings have fallen off $97,759 42, 
and the total operating expenses have increased 
$74,689 15, compared with the results of the pre- 
cedibg year. 

The movement of freight tonnage exceeds in 
amount that of any former period, and the volume 
of passenger traffic has also considerably in- 
creased, ‘ 

There have been transpcrted 311,785,948 tons 
of freight one mile, at the average gross rate of 
0 814 cents per ton. This is an increase of more 
than forty-eight million tons over the movement 
of 1875, with a decrease in gross earnings of $110,- 
215 99, 

The average passenger rate has also fallen be- 
low the rate of the preceding year. 

As low as were the rates of 1875, it is to be ob- 
served that their maintenance upon the traffic of 
1876, would have increased the net earnings of 
the year $711,407 46 | 

Early in the Spring a new disagreement arose 
between the trunk lives, over the export business 
of the countrys ; the lines engaging in a bitter 
atrife, as each one for itself sought to secure the 
carriage of a certain proportionate part of this 
tonnage between competitive Westera points and 
the respective seaboard cities. 

And tbus the deplorable result for seven months 
of the twelve, was an enormous through tonnage 
carried at loss, and with much of the other busi- 
ness of the road injuriously affected by the con- 
test, . 

The management was powerless to prevent or 
remedy the trouble, and it was and is impossible 
to abandon or withdraw from this competitive 
business, without which the revenue of the road 
would at once become inadequate, 

With all possible watch{ulness and proper econ- 
omy the affairs of the railway have been conduct- 
ed and its-traflic protected. But, as was remark. 
ed in the last report, it is only by the restoratiun 
aod maintenance of a just and reasonable compen- 
sation for the carriage of traffic, that net earnings 
can be increased, and regular dividends, however 
moderate, be assured, 

During the year the bonded debt has been de- 
creased $56,000 00, The total outstanding bonds 
of the company now amount to $6,114,000 00. 

There has been advanced to the Indianapolis 
and St. Louis Railroad the sum of $205,000 00, 
and to the Ciocinnati and Spriogfield Railway the 
sum of $258,499 35. 

The construction accounts for the year amount 
ta $400,177 05, and include the cost of completing 
the Brightwood shops upon the Indianapolis di- 
vision, and the erection of coal pockets upon the 
Company's Centra! Tract Docks at Cleveland. 

The Indianapolis and St. Louis and the Cincin- 
pati and Springfield, the roads in which this com- 
pany is so largely interested, have suffered bad!y 
from the demoralized traffie rates of the year, 

The consolidated working arrangement between 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis and the Terre 
Haute and Tadianapolis Railroads bas given good 
results; and*has realized in the main, all favora- 
ble anticipations, Had the rates of 1875 been 

maintained-upon its freight traffic, the Indianapo- 


lis and St, Louis Line tbrougbout the year would 
bave required no advances, and would have shown 
some surplus earnings, : 

' A similar result wonld have attended the oper- 
ations of the Cincionatiand Springfield Line, if up- 
on its traffie the rates of 1876, low as they were, 
could have been obtained. 

In November a consolidated working arrange- 
ment took effect, between the Cictcinnati and 
Spriogtield and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railroads, for a thoroughly effective and 
economical management of the two lines between 
Dayton aad Cincinnati, and to continue, it is 
hoped, with good results for the companies and 
the public. 

Aod with the railway thus benefitted by the 
strengthening of its leased and connecting lines, 
and in good order and condition throughout ; io 
better position than ever before, to transport a 
large traffic cheaply and promptly, there is re- 
quired for its future financial prosperity but one 
thing, viz: the re-establishment and continuance 
of adequate traffic rates ; rates which shall yield 
a reasonable profit above the cost of service. 
There has been no parallel to the extraordinary 
experience of 1876 im the history of the railway. 

The line covered with trains, and overburdened 
with traffic, was worked to its fullest capacity, and 
yet whilst impossible to obtain actual cost in the 
work of much of the trarsportation service the 
low priced traffic could not have been abandoned 
without imperiling the best interests of the rail- 
way. 

A fire in the month of August, destroyed the 
freight house at Cincinnati of the Cincinnati and 
Spriogfield Railway, and consumed a very consid- 
erable amount of property stored therein, 

{t is believed that no responsibility attaches to 
the company in consequence of this loss, 

The freigbt house has been rebuilt and the ter- 
minal facilities of the Cincinnati and Springfield 
Line have been increased and improved.

the “ Railroad Tariff Law,’ on ‘condition that the 
railroad companies operate their roads for a period 
of two. years, provided the law shall remain-io 
force during that time, under and in accordance 
with the schedule prescribed by said law. 

The fines and penalties for non-compliance with 
the law are very severe ; and as the suits between 
the States of Iowa aud Illinois in the United 
States Supreme Court, referred to in the last. re- 
port, were still undecided, the Directors consid- 
ered that their duty to the stockholders required 
them to accept the act’ above referred to, rather 
than incur the risk of the decision being possibly 
adverse to the compavy. The decision of the 
court has not yet been rendered. 

During the year the suit enjoining the collec- 
tion of the tax upon capital stock for the year 
1874, and pénding in the United States Supreme 
Coort at date of last report, bas been determined. 
This tax was: for $191,725 77. Of this amount 
$138,808 68 was contrary to our expectation, -ad- 
judged to be due, and has been paid.

Baltimore and Cumberland Valley Railroad, 

The Western Maryland Railroad Company is 
now making active preparations for the construc. 
tion of a line of railroad into the rich agricul- 
tural and mineral regions of the Cumberland val- 
ley, to be known as the Baltimore and Cumber- 
land Valley railroad. Tbe project has been quiet 
ly on foot for somstime, awaiting the surveys and 
other preliminaries, and bas now attained such a 
shape that the wors of construction will be com- 
menced atan early day. The new road js to con- 
nect with ‘the Western Maryland railroad at 
Smitbsburg Station, seventy-eight miles from Bal- 
timore, and run through Wayoesboro’; Pa., to 
Chambersburg, there connecting with the Cum- 
Derland Valley railroad. The lineis a very direct 
one, twenty-one miles in Jéngth, and traverses the 
western valley of the Blue Ridge for several miles 
through a beautifal aod, picturesque country, 

The preliminary sarveys were conjpleted sev- 
eral weeks ago, directed personally by J.'M. 
Hood, président of the Western Maryland rail- 
road, A corps of four evgineers, with eight as- 
sistauts, are now permanently locating the road- 
bed. It was eapected that their operations would 
be completed by Saturday next, bat doubtless 
the bad weather of this week will detain them a 
few days further, Residents along the line have 
freely granted the right of way, and liberal offers 
of subscription to the capital stock have been re- 
ceived from the people, who en masse desire the 
speedy completion of the promised facilities. The 
right of way through Waynesboro’ and Chambers- 
burg bad to be acquired by purchase, President 
Hood has given the enterprise his unremitting at- 
tention, and is greatly satisfied with the works as 
far as accomplished. Maps of the new route and 
the surrounding country, embracing Franklin co., 
Pa., aod a portion of Western -Maryland, have 
been printed, 

The road will be a single track, steel rail, the 
entire cost not to exceed $250,000, There will 
be no deep cuts nor heavy grading, and the only 
bridges will be over the Antietam creek, which is 
crossed twice. It is expected that the road will 
be completed and in full operation by December 
next, 

This new line of railroad is one of greater im- 
portance to Baltimore than might at first appear. 
It places the market of Baltimore sixty-five miles 
nearer to the Cumberland valley, with its great 
agricultural wealth, than to the mirket of Phila- 
delphia, where it now reverts, The Camberland 
valley is well known for its generous soil and 
grain prodiciog capacity. The coontry is a 
broad view of farm houses clustering in the dis- 
tance, with broad and highly tilled fields, The 
great agricultaral and general business centre of 
the Camberland valley will thus be placed in di- 
rect communication with Baltimore, which, by 
the advantage of a line sixty-five miles shorter,

This trade formerly belonged to Baltimore, but 
was diverted to Philadelphia some twenty years 
siace by the construction of the Cumberland Val-

In this connection may also be mentioned the 
probability of an early connection of the Havo- 
ver Junction, Hanover and Gettysburg railroad, 
with the Western Maryland railroad at Reisters- 
town Station, which will also add largely to the 
business of the Western Maryland railroad and to 
the trade of Baltimore. It has been the chief 
aim of President Hood during his able manage 
ment to encourage new feeders for the Western 
Maryland trunk line, which has been secured at a 
cost of nearly $6,000,000, and which has capacity 
and terminal facilities for conducting many times 
its present business.— Built, Sun, Mar 22, 


The Coal Trade. 

The total tonnage for the week ending on the 
17th instant, as reported by the several carrying 
companies, amounted to 265,099 tons, against 
84,934 tons in corresponding week last year, an 
increase of 120,164 tons. The total amoant of an- 
thracite mined for the coal year is 3 351,499 tons 
against 2,269,936 for same period last year, anin- 
crease of 1,081,568 tons, The quantity of bitumin- 
ous coal sent to market for the week was 40,733 
tons, against 55,568 tons for corresponding week 
last year, a decrease of 14,835 tons, The whole 
bituminous tonnage from the beginning of the 
coal year is 628,117 tons, against 547,635 tons in 
corresponding time last year, a decrease of 19,- 
518 tons. The total tonnage of all kinds of coal 
for the week is 305,832 tons, against 140 502 to cor- 
responding date last year, an increase of 165,330 
tons, and the total tonnage for the coal year 1s 
3,879,616 tons, against 2,817,571 tons, to same date 
last year, an increase of 1,062,045 tons The sbip- 
ments of coal from Port Richmond are increasing. 
The receipts at Perth Amboy for the week ending 
on the 17th inst. were 19,008 tons, the shipmerts 
20 549 tous,leaving a stock on hand of 152,911 tons, 
The quantity of coal and coke carried over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for the second week of 
March was 85,540 tons, of which 67,470 tons were 
coel, and 17,070 tons coke. The total carried for 
the year is 971 057 tons, of which 773,703 tons 
were coal and 197,354 tons coke, These figures 
embrace all the coal carried over the road, east 
and west.—Phila. Ledger, Mar, 26,
